5,800 at State School Get 
'Shots' of Gamma Globulin 
Hepatitis 
Experiment 
Tried Here 


Preventive Measure; 
No Cause for Alarm, 
Says Health Chief 


Gamma Globulin injections 


are being given to approxi- 
mataely 5,000 patients and 
800 employes of the Dixon 
State School to prevent the 
spread of infectious hepatitis- 


This was revealed Friday after- 


noon by Robert Wallace, non-med- 
ical superintendent, and Dr. Fred- 
erick Plotke, Chicago, chief of the 
Public Health Service of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare. 


Dr. Plotke described infectious 


hepatitis as a virus infection which, 
attacks the liver, causing a jaun- 
dice, and has symptoms similar to 
flu. There have been no deaths at 
the State School and Dr. Plotke 
said the cases here were relative- 
ly jnild. 


150 Infected 


Approximately 150 patients have 


been infected since late in August, 
when the first diagnosis was made. 
About 24 patients are in isolation 
now, Dr. Plotke Mud. He added 
that there is no cause for alarm. 
that the infections cannot be called 
an epidemic. 


Wallace told a news conference 


that all cases observed are follow- 
ing- a mild courie. 


"A preliminary evaluation of the 


effectiveness of gamma globulin 
which has already been used indi- 
cates a reduced incidence and a 
modification of the disease," Wal- 
lace said in a statement. 


The immunization program be- 


gan Thursday, Dr. Plotke revealed. 
It should b« completed by today 
or Sunday he said. 


Oral Transmission 


Dr. Plotke explained that hepa- 


titis is transmitted orally either 
directly or indirectly through food. 
The patient develops a jaundice, 
followed by a general drop in 
energy. It is particularly virulent 
for about a week. The patient then 
faces a considerable period of re- 
cuperation while the liver resumes 
a normal function. This may take 
a month or more, he said. 


Through the cooperation of Dr. 


Otto L. Bettag, director of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, and 
the State Department of Public 
Health. 25,000 ccs. of gamma glob- 
ulin were made available for the 
mass immunization program. 
Teams of doctors and nurses from 
the state school staff then proceed- 
ed with the moculatjn. A substan- 
tial quantity of hypodermic needles 
were brought here because it is 
necessary to sterilize a needle for 
one hour after each injection, Dr. 
Plotke revealed. 


"largest Project" 


Dr. Plotke said that the immuni- 


zation program was "possibly the 
largest project ever undertaken to 
study the effectiveness of gamma

Police action thwarted threats against Negro pupils attending a 


Maryland high school Friday, and in Delaware pro-segregation forces 
hailed the removal of Negroes from a white school. 


About 400 white adults and teen- 


agers staged a demonstration in 
Baltimore and three Negroes leav- 
ing Southern High School were 
threatened. 
One of them, Leon 


Thompson. 14, was hit in the face. 
His assailant, 
24-year-old Jack 


Zimmerman, later was fined $100. 


Three other men were fined $15 


each for disorderly conduct Some 
Negro students -were escorted to 
safety by police, a minister and a 
teacher. 


36 To 1,'RO 


The high school enrolled Negroes 


for the first time this year. There 
aie now 36 in an enrollment of 
1.780. 


Attendance at the Milford. Del . 


High School returned to normal 
after the removal of Negroes.

U. S. Will Send Naval 
Expedition to Antarctic 


DENVER—</B—President Eisenhower's headquarters announced to- 


day the United States will send a small navy-directed expedition to the 
Antarctic, an area of great potential strategic importance in the event 
of war. 


The announcement said the de- 


cision to dispatch an icebreaker 
to the southern polar area "is in 
line with continuing United States 
interest in the region." 


The expedition will set out soon 


and remain four or five months, 
the White House said 


Supply Problem* 


It added that in addition to map- 


making and collecting scientific 
data, the exploring party will study 
supply problems which will face a 
U. S. group to take part in 1957-58 
in an international geophysics pro- 
gram in the Antarctic. 


The White House said "no per- 


manent shore bases will be estab- 
lished." 


The United States so far has re- 


frained from staking any claim to 
territory in tha wxith poto .MM, 


but the importance of the region 
in the event of a wai with Russia 
long has been under study by mili- 
taiy experts. 


The Sox-iet Union, too. has recog- 


nized the strategic value of the 
Antarctic and has sent one expedi- 
tion there without making a claim 
to territory.

information. 


Retired Adm. Richard E. Byrd, 


a veteran Antarctic explorer, has 
announced he plans to return and 
there w»s speculation he will lead 
tlM txptdition.

For Separation 


CHICAGO <#>>—The birth 


of head-joined twin girls Fri 
day was disclosed today by 
the attending physician who 
said the babies were attach- 
ed to each other in "virtual- 
ly the same "position as were 
the famous Brodie twins. 


The youngsters, born to Mr. and 


Mrs. Wilfred J. Andrews of Chica- 
ga, are full-term 
babies 
They 


were descnbed as "beautiful and 
healthy." 


They were dehveied of 35-year- 


old Mrs. Norene Andrews by Cae- 
sarian operation in St. Anne s Hos- 
pital 


Andrews, a salesman for Wilson 


& Co., meat packers, said he was 
told bv Dr. John J. Freeman, the 
attending physician, that the births 
began in normal manne:. but sur- 
geiy was used as the difficulty of 
delivery became apparent. 


"I saw the babies," Andrews 


said. "They are healthy little girls. 
They are joined very much like 
the Brodie twins were as far as 
I could tell." 


He said he. Mrs Andrews and 


Dr Freeman have agreed that the 
twins will be taken to the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Research Hospital 
where the Brodies were separated 
"as soon as possible." 


Andrews said an X-ray taken to- 


day "appears to show a bone con- 
nection at the top of the skulls." 


The Brodie twins. Rodney Dee 


and Roger Lee, were born Sept. 
16, 1951. in St. Anthony's Hospital, 
Rock Island. 111. They were sepa- 
rated by surgery Dec 17, 1952. 
Roger died 34 days after the sepa- 
ration. Rodney is n^'v a healthy 
child of three who spends part of 
his time with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Royt Brodie. and his brothers 
and sisters, at Ferns, 111. 


The Andrews babies weighed 


about sax pounds apiece at birth. 
They were placed in an incubator 
to assure most favorable condi- 
tions for survival. 


The birth of joined twins is rare, 


only about 340 such cases having 
been recorded.

They were from 
Dresden, and they said they were 
in luck; their father was a worker 
in the party, and had obtained for 
them passes in western Germany. 
They were on a three day tour 
of the west, and they were inquisi- 
tive about America, such things as 
does everybody here have a car, 
and his own home? And does Chi- 
cago have as many gangsters as 
they see in the films? Such things 
as are portrayed in the movies? 


Fust they were reluctant to say 


that their life in East Germany was 
a hard one. but they admitted that 
it was much harder; lack of food, 
lots of black markets, enormous 
prices and inferior quality were 
their lot. I told them they could 
tell their friends they had talked 
with an American, and they said 
they dared not. I was their first 
contact with the American people, 
and they asked me not to say 
anything bad about them if I dared 
disclose that I had met them dur- 
ing my visit in Germany. 


Inflation Grows 


Since my last big trip to Ger- 


nany in 1950-51. I noticed a great 
ncrease in prices. However, in 
•omparison with Switzerland, the 
mces in Germany were cheap. 


r instance a steak in Germany 


costs about 75 cents and that same 


ak in Switzerland costs $1.50. In 


Germany is a feeling of unity, and 
hey want to unite with East Ger- 
many. They do not seem to feel 
that the Russians hav6 been able 
to accomplish too much because as 
they express it, they are still Ger- 
mans, and a natural enemy of 
Russia. 


They are aware of the fact that 


Russia does not want to let Ger- 
many go, because she is afraid of 


ermany. Several have said to me 


that if there is trouble between 
East and West after unity, the 
West is the stronger, and will down 
the 
subversive 
actions brought 


about by tine East, and that the 
authorities and'leaders of the East 
ivill flee to Russia if the East is 
freed, because they would be han- 
dled by the West Germans as trai- 
tors for having cooperated with the 
common enemy. 


Germany feels, too. that she is 


the one country in Europe whom 
Russia fears, and in reality the 
defense of Europe. Some, of course, 
are in favor of rearming Deutsch- 
land, the balance of power on the 
Continent, but the mothers of those 
who are now of military age are 
against It.

The 35-Hour Week 


The AFL executive council has served notice on all and 


sundry that it now wants the standard work week legally 
cut to 35 hours, instead of the present 40 hours. And the 
legal minimum wage, it says, should be raised by 50 cents to 
a dollar and a quarter an hour. 
There hardly can be any question that the average 


American working man will find these goals appealing—or 
that each is a forward step which sooner or later is bound to 
come- But there surely is doubt aplenty that today is the 
proper time. 


Leaders of the AFL have argued that cutting the work 


week would help to relieve unemployment, which it places 
at "nearly five million." (The estimate made by the gov- 
ernment is 1,700,000 lower.) It backs up the minimum- 
wage hike as a method for raising purchasing power. 


Both arguments have serious flaws. The 35-hour work 


week, for instance, would leave many thousand industrial 
firms with two discouraging choices. 
* 
» 
• 


If they stuck to the same production level, based on 40 


hours, they would have to pay time and a half for the extra 
five hours working time, or hire additional men who would 
not give them increased output. Since labor costs are high 
already, many concerns would fold. Others would increase 
prices, leading to more inflation which would cancel out most 
of the gains. 


The firms' only other alternative would be to cut their 


production—a step which would mean, in the long run, more 
unemployment instead of less. 


A raise in the minimum wage, of course, would radically 


increase labor costs in low-pay parts of the South. It would 
have an important impact on several large-scale industries, 
such as furniture, tobacco and novelty manufacturing- 
* 
* 
* 


There is certainly room for improvement here, but to 


force this improvement by law—at least at the present time 
—could well be a bad mistake. Many smaller industrial firms 
would surely be knocked out of business. 


A course that would seem much wiser is to seek such 


gains at the bargaining table, where both sides can make 
adjustments in accord with local conditions. 


If the 35-hour work week and the higher minimum wage 


were put on the law books now, it is likely that both would 
boomerang. For a law which is forced by special interests 
before the economy is ready for it seldom, if ever, succeeds. 


As we learn to increase productivity, shorter hours and 


more employment are almost certain to follow. So, for what 
they are worth, will the changes in wage and hour legislation. 
But the order cannot be reversed. 


It all adds up to the ancient truth that the roadway to 


full employment is paved by better production methods. No 
matter how much we would like it to be, it can never be paved 
by laws.

One 
of the most common, particular- 
ly in elderly people, is known as 
intermittent claudication. In this 
form the cramps are not present 
when resting but come on after 
exertion such as ualkin;;. This 
is associated with poor circula- 
tion usually tine, to hardening of 
the arteries in the legs.

cramps which come on at night 
during t>ed rest and frequently 
waken the patient. These are 
common among those who are 
not elderly and have no obvious 
sign of hardening of the arteries.

Effects of the Illinois Central... Buff alo Grove Falls... Polo Platted... Venetian Traveler

The recent articles by the Rev. Anthony J Beckor 


on the history of Sublette and the Am boy Centennial 
pointed up the importance of the Illinois Central Railroad 


to those two communities. 
The rail- 


road also had its effects to the north. 


The town of .Polo was established 


as a direct result of the coming of the 
railroad, and another community was 
doomed because it was bypassed. 


The old trail which ran through 


what is now Dixon to the lead mines 
of Galena passed a short distance 
southwest of the site of Polo. During

Buffalo, established on the trail, grew and prospered

"Not a house: not even a rail in sight! A wild wil- 


derness of gra^s-burned prasne as far as the eye could 
see. No stock grazing in the distant view

wild praine. by direction of my father. I set some stakes

prairie. Broke fourteen acres and planted it to corn, 
after making a garden. 


"The Indians were in council at or near Rock Is- 


land, to settle the question—war or planting corn. 
What few settlers were in the country became alarm- 
ed. Our household effects were loaded into wagons 
and drove to the nearest settlement for protection. 
We went to Apple River, near where the \illace of 
Elizabeth now *tand*.

The prairie soon was conquered, and the town grew. 


Some sellers wanted to call it "St Marion," but the com- 
bination of a grove of trees and quantities of buffalo 
bones found in the area resulted in the name. "Buffalo 
Grove," and so the post office was called.

Perhaps the most outstanding indication of the com- 


munity's development was the establishment in 1853 of 
Rock River Normal School by J. W. Frisbee. 


He built a two story building in the spring and sum- 


mer of that year, and then made the following announce- 
ment:

But even before Frisbee had begun his ambitious pro- 


ject in Buffalo Grove, another event had taken place 
which meant that Polo would replace the community. 


tln 1851 the Illinois Central incorporated, and the 


same year laid out several routes through Ogle County 
from Dixon to Freeport. According to early accounts, 
plans railed for the line to go through Buffalo Grove, 
but when a number of prominent land owners objected 
to giving the railroad right of way, the original survey 
was changed, and the tracks were located one mile east 
el the town where Polo now is located. 


In 1853 the owners of the land along the railroad 


platted the "Town of Polo" in honor of the Venetian 
traveler, Marco Polo. That determined the futures of 
the two communities.

crats are riding high in drought- 
parched Oklahoma, confident of 
sweeping back into their party's 
fold in November a state which 
gave President Eisenhower an 88,- 
000 majority in 1952. 


Republicans are pitching their 


national campaign in OklahiJma on 
a 
give-Ike-a-Republican-Congress 


theme in the hope they can defeat 
Democratic Sen. "Robert S. Kerr. 


Although 
apathy 
is apparent 


among the voters, Republican lead- 
ers contend their own workers' en- 
thusiasm gives them their best 
chance to elect the state's first 
GOP governor. There seems to be 
little liklihcod that the 5-1 margin 
of the Democrats in the state 
House of Representatives delega- 
tion will be altered. 


('•OP Underdog 


Fred M. Mock, the GOP candi- 


date for the Senate, professes be- 
lief that the appeal for a Republi- 
can congress to support Eisenhow- 
er's program will be effective, but 
few politicians here give Mock 
more than an outside chance. 


Kerr, an oil multimillionaire who 


defeated former Gov. Roy Turner 
for his party's Senate nomination, 
appears to have consolidated a 
hold on the state's Democratic or- 
ganization. 


Kerr and other Democratic can- 


didates are frankly riding what 
they term a crest of dissatisfaction 
with the national administration 
stemming from the drought that 
has seared many state farming 
areas. Kerr also is hitting hard 
at Eisenhower's flexible farm price 
support program. 


Republican State Chairman Doug- 


las McKeever said .however, he 
doesn't believe the farmers blame 
the Republicans for the drought. 


McKeever added he doesn't be- 


lieve the flexible price support pro- 
gram is a political liability for the 
Republicans, as Kerr contends. 


"The farmers I have talked to 


see the fallacy of piling up huge 
crop surpluses under high, rigid 
supports." he said. "They believe 
the time has come to take some 
action on that, score and are willing 
to take their chances with flexible 
supports." 


Raps Benson 


Kerr is concentrating most of his 


campaign fire on Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Ezra Taft Benson, al- 
though he says Eisenhower "can't 
escape responsibility as command- 
er-in-chief of the forces that are 
bringing defeats to the people." He 
chided Eisenhower about the time 
he spends playing golf, but thus far 
has indulged in no all-out attack 
on the President. 


Mock said he is convinced Eisen- 


hower's popularity is as great now 
as it was in 1952. He has empha- 
sized the theme that "it is impera- 
tive that the President has a work- 
ing majority in congress." 


In a contest that seems likely 


to be closer than the Senate race. 
Republicans appear to be carrying 
the fight to the Democrats in, the 
battle for the governorship. 


State GOP leaders arc taking a 


leaf out of Eisenhower's 1952 book 
and calling for a cleanup of what 
they characterize as the "mess in 
the statehouse." The state's loss of 
population — a blow to Oklahoma's 
fierce pride — is being used by 
the Republicans against the Demo- 
crats, who have been in power 
since 1907.

globulin for the prevention of in- 
fectious hepatitis." 


He said that he would remain at 


the State School for an indefinite 
period preparing the case studies. 
He indicated that the Dixon exper- 
iment would be closely watched by 
medical men. 


Dr. Plotke said that in Illinois 


alone. 1,700 cases of infectious hep- 
atitis have been reported in 1954 
to the State Health Department 
and that it is estimated that actu- 
ally 10 times as many more cases 
occur than there are reported be- 
cause of the mildness 
of symp- 


toms. 


There have been approximately 


three times as many cases report- 
ed so far in 1954 than in 1953 and 
1953 showed a four-fold increase of 
cases compared to 1952, Dr. Plotke 
revealed. 


He also explained that the rela- 


tively high incidence of the ail- 
ment at Dixon State School might 
be due to the thorough case-find- 
ing program which makes it pos- 
sible to find cases that would not 
have come to the attention of a 
physician and consequently would 
not be diagnosed as such in the 
general population.
